| believe in the sexual liberation of 
adolescence, and of adolescents. The sex 
drive is an inherently natural and healthy 
thing, and a fact of adolescent life. Official 
and tacit sexual discrimination is forced 
on teens, as exemplified by age-of-con- 
| sent laws that can even leave two consen- 
sual teenage lovers guilty of raping each other. It's called statutory, and rather 
than the myth employed that such laws protect "innocents" from victimization, 
they rather play a role in creating the victimization of youths by denying them 
basic knowledge and safe conduits for life experience. 

Rather than learning responsibility for safety and respect for knowledge, kids 
today learn fear, repression and denial as a direct result of the perceived 
sexuality denied by and in the adult world. This is only another symptom of the 
overall oppression of youths today. 

For we live па society that systematically oppresses even as it exploits youths 
and Youth in general. The same system that denies them birth control also denies 
them access to such tardy and relatively complex options as abortion. The same 
system denies them access to life-saving information and resources on such as 


STD's and drugs. 


The same system is ineffective in the face of youth implosion today, in the face 
of shootings, bad drugs and suicides - 30% of the latter of which are homosexual 
kids. This system looks like part of the problem to me, not part of the solution. 

Said system prefers to teach а naive and dangerous denial pattern, "Just Say 
No", but are They referring to knowledge, or to the general denial expected of 


' adolescents and of the individual existence? The social attitude is also exhibited 


in the common conception that parents "own" their kids, by "having" them. The 
purports and effects of this system shamelessly shadow slavery, and should be 
seen as nothing less. 
| think a solution is to be found іп a 
drastic, if not sudden, drop in the age-of- 
* consent laws in this country. The French, 
: a little more in touch with the realities 
— involved, just recently re-affirmed the 
. age-of-consent as |5 years of age, Гог both 
homo- and heterosexual youths. 
And yes, | say not sudden, but only 
because this component of the teenaged 
world has been so taboo for so long, there 


е. AU- is often a profound lack of basic knowl- 


‘<: edge and experience on the partoftoday's 


oppressed youth, leaving teens more vul- 
nerable to oppressive adults OF ALL 
SORTS - just like at school or in the home. 

| think this could be best accomplished, for all involved, to do this in 
increments, maybe on a timetable. Like driving, drop the age-of-consent laws to 
16 years old. This simply acknowledges American reality. Just like tattoos and 
tobacco, leave things of relative permanency, such as certain employment 
opportunities, at 18*. Introduce basic sexuality courses in all high schools, on a 
student-voluntary basis, and make available from school nurses disease and 
pregnancy-prevention information and resources. 

А$ new knowledge and support networks build into and from youth culture, 
and confidence and trust is built by and for teens, the age-of-consent can then 
be bumped down a year or two at a time, for as foreword as this as-yet-denial- 
plagued macrosociety can handle. So okay, like make age-of-consent 16 for ten 
years. Then 14 or 15 for 3 to 5 years, 12 or 14 for 3 to 5 or more, etc. Maybe 
even a 20-40 year plateau can be built into such a plan, so that all communities 
can re-asses the long-term implications of where their new relations to new 
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situations are headed, or "where they're at", so to speak. | 

This will also provide macrosociety a perfect "window of opportunity", to 
borrow an oft-worked 80's retro metaphor, through which to deal with its past 
crimes of youth enslavement, to start healing the social wounds incurred by all 
parties. And that's everyone. For ultimately all are victimized, and victimize, by 
the same social mechanisms that first inflicted themselves on us, by and because 
of our powerlessness as youths. It's a first step towards justice, Liberty long 
overdue. 

| say all this in the spirit of lending my voice to those denied theirs, borne of 
fresh memories of my own oppression, in America, as a youth, powerless in, of, 
and for an adult world. |

Lisa Lambardo: | am Lisa Lambardo, Lisa ANNE MARIE 
Lambardo. | do all kinds of things, but mostly | play 
rhythm guitar. 

Doug Heeschen: And I'm Doug, | play leads. 

Tim Storm: I'm Tim. | rule the world. 

Brain Tyranny: I'm Brain. | play with myself. 
Thrashead: How WELL do you play with yourself? 
Brain: Very well... 

Doug: And Julia [Altstatt] is masquerading as an ashtray. 
Tim: Julia is not here. What a surprise... shell be here 
after it's over. 

Thrashead: How long have you been around for? As a 
band? 

Tim: Two and a half years of fun and excitement. 
Doug: And HOW many records in those two and a half 
years?? 

Tim: FIVE. He [Thrashhead] didn't ask that question. 
That was Doug's question. 

Doug: | know how to гип ап interview! 

Tim: Who's interviewing us here? 

[blah blah blah] 

Thom: | wanted to know what happened to Julia? 
Tim: Oh, that's a good question since she is not here. She 
quit. 

Thom: She quit? Or- 

Lisa: -And came CRAWLING back. 

Tim: The situation is kind of that- we're all old punk 
rocker types... 

Lisa: Except for me, | am not old. 

Tim: Except for Lisa who is NOT old, but Julia is kind of an 
old "hippie" type, and we let her hang around because 
_ she is the only one in the band who knows how to play 
her instrument. 

Doug: We figured that we should have at least ONE... 
Tim: We figured that it is actually kind of a requirement 
so that we could actually play songs, but one day she 
decided "Goddammit, I'm quittin' this punk-" we played 
with the DWARVES and it was a great show; people 
breaking things and smashing them. 

Doug: The Dwarves were kind of different from her 
hippy background. 

Thrashead: She couldn't hang with the Dwarves, huh? 
Tim: She thought that the whole thing was absurd, until 
Brain told her that that's what THE WHO were like... and 
then she changed her mind and said, "Alright, I'm comin’ 
back." We were already ready to replace her, so, you 
know... one false move and she is in the gutter. 


Lisa: Any girls out there who play wicked bass and live in 
the Bay Area, PLEASE call... 

Tim: ! just broke up with my girlfriend again, so any girls 
out there who DON'T know how to play bass, can move 
up here... 

Lisa: He's not worth it. Don't waste your time! 

Thom: Lessee here... the "Devil Devil/Coke Whore" single. 
Is that still available right now and what label is that on? 
Brain: It's on our own label and it is not available as there 
is only about four copies left. 

Doug: But if you want to give me hundreds and hundreds 
of dollars | could scrape one up for ya... 

Lisa: Well, we do have our own private copies for 
auction. | 

Tim: That was kind ofthe first thing we did as kind of the 
demo for everything, and the English record, which we 
can't even get a hold of copies of has the three original 
songs FROM that record remixed by JEFF DAHL on the B- 
side. So if you can actually FIND copies of the "Down On 
You" 12" you can essentially have the first record as well. 
Lisa: And we'll buy them from you because we can't get 
anymore. | 

Brain: And if you can't find it in your record store, go to 
the record store and tell them to order it from the 
distributor, "Get Hip" and if they don't do it, they're not 
hip. 

Tim: | guess not... 

Thrashead: Were all five records on five different labels, 
or did you do all five of them yourself? 

Tim: No. First one, ourselves only. Then Sympathy, Sym- 
pathy, Vacancy, Sympathy. 

Brain: And the fifth one is actually not yet out. It should 
be out by the end of the year... 

Tim: 12-song LP, 18 song CD. 

Thom: Hmmm... that's what! was gonna ask you: Why all 
these singles and no album? 

Tim: We kinda worked upto it. Like, single, single, single, 
bigger EP, LP... 

Lisa: It's the one thing that really represents what we're 
doing right now. It's a lot more current. It's got new 
songs on it, and we play better and it's produced better 
than anything that we've ever done. 

Doug: And we also got a song coming out on some 
comp... | | 

Tim: A couple of different comps. There is a comp from 
FLUSH PRODUCTIONS in Richmond that is gonna be 
coming out with us, MR. T EXPERIENCE, PINK LINCOLNS 
(our friends from Florida- hi CHRIS!), and QUEERS, we 
got a song on there with special guest guitaring by NEIL 


SMITH who went on tour with us when Doug was... 
dead... 

Thrashead: Is that gonna be a cassette or an album? 
Tim: That's gonna be a 7" with five songs. 

Thrashead: So FLUSH is now releasing records... 

Tim: Yeah... Neil's got a different edge than Doug. 
Thom: What made you guys doa cover of MARC BOLAN'S 
"Children of the Revolution?" : 

Lisa: What song could be total chaos and it's nothing 
more than ап E-chord? К5 EASY... 

Brain: We've all been T-REX fans for years... 

Tim: Well, the working name of this band before we 
settled on the Gargoyles WAS Children Of The Revolu- 
tion. We just kind of did that song but that EP we put out, 
the whole concept of the EP was supposed to be real 
apocalyptic, you know. Like, when you listen to that 
song, we were in the studio, I'm standing on a chair 
gargling Mountain Dew and screaming into the micro- 
phone, | fall all over it- it’s on there. We just kind of put 
echo on everything- | 

Lisa: | like T-Rex а lot. | like Marc Bolan. 

Thom: Did you just walk into practice one day and just 
say, ‘Hey man! Let's do Marc Bolan!!" 

Tim: Yeah, | just walked in and said, "Hey you guys, let's 
play this song." I just put this cassette in, you know... but 
T-Rexwas great! MarcBolan did not put out a bad album 
that I've ever heard. 

Lisa: We only do stuff that he likes because he doesnt 


like ANY other covers! 

[laughter...] - 

Doug: One time | came in and said, "Hey! Let's do a song 
by the ARCHIES!" You know, if you look at our band and 
you look at The Archies, you will notice a real similarity. 


kind of like the modern Archies... 

[laughter...] 

Tim: And; of course, we beat Doug up to a pulp at that 
point. We're going to beat him up again after this. 
Thrashead: Wha- is "Doug Jughead" here? 

Tim: Looks like him, doesn't he? 

Lisa: | have a compact keyboard, so | can be Veronica. 
Tim: That was a good question! 

Doug: What WAS the question? 

Tim: | don't know, but | liked it. 

Thom: How do you know Jeff Dahl? 

Tim: Oh, Jeff, ме tell ya about Jeff. — . 

Lisa: Um, METAL MIKE, who | do a lot of work with 
decided that l- he pointed Jeff Dahl out to me one night 
at Raji's and said, "This is somebody you should know,” 
and | just saw this bia poof of hair and | went over and 
handed him a record and disappeared. And he really 
liked it, called, and now we're really good friends. | talk 
to him at least once a week. 

Brain: He produced our LP/CD which is coming out as 
well as our English EP which is already out. 

Tim: Jeff, by the way, who is a phenomenally cool 
person... Jeff is... what's the word... punk rock. | mean, 
we tried to give him money for this stuff, but he wouldn't 
take anything. 

Lisa: By the way, | did.an interview with him in MRR, | 
interviewed Jeff Dahl. Тва | be out... 

Brain: You cant mention MRR in Flipside. Strike that 
from the tape... | 
Thrashead: No, that's allright... | 

Lisa: That's my first published work... | have an interview, 
too, and | did the page layout and everything... 

Doug: |$ there, like а "polite" competition going on 
between the two of you? [MRR & FS] 

Thrashead: ! could care less... 

Thom: Me neither... 

Tim: | like MRR, | mean just AVOID the politics and read 
MYKEL BOARD.

Thrashead: Competition-type 
thing? 

Lisa: Yeah, | guess you would 
say that. She just said some re- 
ally irritating things that ! 
thought were totally wrong and 
I'm here to say, if you want to 
play guitar in a band, just DO 
IT! Sit down and learn it and do 


it. 
Tim: [Metal] Mike likes to see 


up. 
Lisa: Metal Mike wanted to see us jello-wrestle, but that 
never came to pass. But, lended up talking to Russ on the 
phone and telling him what a fan | was and | said, "I 


would like to write to уои," so | wrote him a letter, drew 
cartoons and all kinds of stuff and he really liked me. He 
came to L.A., to the TEASZER, with a photographer to 
take pictures and put one of my letters in his autobiog- 
raphy with a picture of me that he took. But | went out 
to dinner with him a couple of times. He took me out to 
a place in Beverly Hills where his car accidentally crashed 
through the window andthe brakes and the accelerator 
pedal locked and we sat at the table where his car had 
crashed through, in the restaurant. It was great, hang- 
ing around with Russ Meyer in a convertible in the 
Hollywood Hills. | was thinking, "Woah I didn't think this 
shit would EVER happen to те." Andit was fun. And now 
we are in constant contact and he said that | am gonna 
be in his next movie. : 
Thrashead: So he is gonna do another movie? 

Tim: He's been saying that for about a year now, though, 
so who knows? 

Lisa: To me, somebody that makes movies that | totally 
idolize- like the women in his movies are really strong. 
They are aggressive. They want to fuck a guy and they go 
and fuck a guy. That's how it should be. His women, they 
may be sexual but they are NOT weak. You know, a lot 
of feminists would not like his movies because they 
would say that it is antiwomen, but | think it is pro- 
women. It Shows women in GREAT light. You know, they 
go and they take what they like. 

Thom: Right... 

Lisa: And | have always looked up to him, and to MEET 
somebody like that and have them become my friend 
goes beyond anything | would have ever hoped for.

Lisa: Which now | have... 


Tim: Which SHE now has, all of them. Science fiction, 


bizarre movies. Now | just got the records, that's all. 
Thrashead: Ok, Tim. What do you have to say to all of the 
Critics out there that call you guys a "DEAD BOYS rip-off," 
like kind of a 77 rehash band? Answer your critics. 

Tim: Yeah. 

Doug: | think | answered that with the "Archies answer" 
earlier... 

Tim: We have been doing this kind of music for 
ten years. 

Brain: SINCE 77... It's not like it is retro for us... 
Tim: So this isn't retro... we have never inten- 
tionally copied the Dead Boys. | like the Dead 
Boys, they're just fine, but we are just playing 
straight-forward rock-n-roll the way that we 
play it. A lot of the reasons that we sound the 
way we do is because we're not capable, talent- 
wise, of sounding any different. 

Lisa: | haven't been playing guitar for very long 
and | am just starting to get good. | got good 
equipment. My songwriting’s progressing. This 
new album, | think that all the stuff that we 
have done in the past does NOT represent us 
properly. | think it's gonna take... | 
Tim: ...time... 

Lisa: Yeah, | think thatit is gonna take time, but 
we are doing a lot of different stuff now. 

Tim: But about the Dead Boy thing. Yes, it's 
true. Our records DO often sound like the Dead 
Boys, and | guess that- 

Doug: We just do it because it’s fun. 

Tim: Yeah, we do what we wanna do and have 
a good time. If POOKIE FAGGOTHEAD doesn't 
like it, he is more than welcome to come suck 
my dick anytime he want, you know? | mean, 
that's allright... 

Lisa: ЇЇ hold Tim's cock for you while you insert 
it in your mouth... 
‚ Tim: Like we said before the interview, "Pookie, 
what type of ORIGINAL band do YOU like??" 
Lisa: It's an influence. Everybody has influences. 
I mean, if you think that something sounds cool 
and you wanna play it, then it is your own thing, you 
know? 

Brain: It’s not like we sat down and said, "Let's be a Dead 
Boys copy band." We're playing what we want to play. 


Lisa: | LISTEN TO THE DEAD BOYS A LOT! OK?? ГМ. 


SORRY! 
. Tim: You want to know the truth? The very first party we 
played, somebody came up to me afterwards and said, 
"Boy, you guys sound like the Dead Boys." I'd never even 
CONSIDERED it at all, ard I said, "Well, you know... you're 
RIGHT." Ever since then... you know... 
Thrashead: Well, also your stage presence, too, it's like, 
you just kind of go off and it comes off like, you know, the 
"STIV BATORS" thing... 
. Tim: Well, the times | saw Stiv Bators he was boring as all 
hell. Man, | am WAY better than Stiv Bators... 

Doug: Oh, TRASH the dead... trash the dead. 

Tim: Yeah, he's dead. Fuck him. 

Brain: SORRY Stiv! 
Tim: Sorry, god. 

Lisa: Like he is gonna read it, Brain... 

Tim: It’s like, when | go to a show to see a band, | do NOT 
want to see a bunch of guys... 

Shamrock Bartender: Julia just called, she is on e 
Tim: FUCK her. 

Brain: Fuck her. 

-Lisa [yelling to bartender]: Thank you!!! 
` Tim: | do not want to see a bunch of people standing 
there on stage, wowing me with their musical virtuosity. 
| want to se? à show, and | want to see people jumping 
around, people that LOOK like a band, you know. The 
bands that | like are the RAMONES, the MISFITS or 
whatever. The bands that put on а SHOW- | go to see a 
show. Other people may go to see musical virtuosity, and 
good for them. If they come to see us, then hopefully 
they are going to see a show. 


Brain: Because they WON'T get virtuosity... 
Tim: I'd feel like a fool if | DIDN'T jump around. | would 
feel like | was... I'd get bored, | guess. 


Brain: | would stay home and just listen to records if | 
want a band that is just gonna stand there and play... 

Lisa: I've seen some bands and they go up there in their 
street clothes and they don't move, they don't look like 
they could give a shit. WHY should YOU pay to see that? 
| go and spend a lot of money on clothes because | think 


that it is a theatrical performance as well as getting- you 
know you get your music across- 

Tim: Oooh, we're BOWIE. 

Lisa: You're paying to see it! No, it IS. You should try and 


PERFORM. 


Doug: We're about to do our "Spiders From Uranus' 
tour... [laughter...] . 
Lisa: Yes, we've got a lot of thera up there! 


- Tarashead: What other bands did you used to be іп? 


Tim: Ask JELLO BIAFRA. He'll tell yah... We can't answer 
that question. 

Lisa: | was the drummer for the SKULL CRUSHERS. It was 
a 'two-weekend band." | don't play drums... 

Tim: Ail that | can say is that you should ask Jello Biafra, 
and we'l try to talk him into putting out a post-humous 
release from one of these other bands, and you can hear 
all ofthe old songs, you know... the band we REALLY rip 
off- we spent a lot of time taking drugs and we don't 
really anymore, so- it's a painful memory for me. 
Lisa: Well, I'm a pothead... 

Doug: Well, "Coke Whore" is.our anti-drug song. 
Tim: It's not an anti-drug song at all! "Соке Whore’ is an 
experience song, just like the VELVET UNDERGROUND, 
like LOU REED and JOHN CALE. It's like you just write 
about THINGS. You don't ask questions. —— 

Thom: So, what brought you guys down to L.A.? 

Tim: Well, the first Show we ever played was here. We've 
been playing here- 

Thom: Money? Hahaha... 

Tim: Yeah, right... 


- Lisa: Power! And fame! 


Tim: This might be interesting to your readers: In San 
Francisco there is a big anti-L.A. reaction, and a lot of 
people there, although we have no problem filling up 
the places we play, a lot of people in San Francisco say, 


"Oh, they're phony," or "They're insincere. They don't 
come on like a bunch of hippies and stand there and 
play." ; 
Thrashead: They're not political...

Tim: San Francisco people have that complex, "We're as 
good as L.A., SURE WE ARE! Yeah, we аге..." 
And whatever, you know. San Francisco's ok, 
but they are a little uptight about that... 
Lisa: I'm just really sad because | don't think 
that | could ever run for judge of the Supreme 
Court... 

Tim: Because of those beastiality films... 

Lisa: Yeah... [sigh]... 

Thom: Ok, so you guys have an album coming 
out. Do you plan to try to expand on a more 
national level? Maybe do some touring AWAY 
from California?

Doug: We all went to the same junior high school. 
Tarashead: Hell, he got a whole Midwestern crown 
here, you're [Thom] from Youngstown, and | am from 
Omaha, Nebraska...

Thom: And here we all are in L.A... 

Tim: We've been here for over ten years, so it is not like 
we're a midwestern band that had relocated.

him towards the end 
of his week long 
interagation by the 
pressand washisthird 
interview of the day. 
Needless to say, he 
wassomewhat aggra- 
vated himself by the 
end of our discussion 
and ready for lunch. 
Even under the cir- 
cumstances, an Indus- 
trial Metal Core me- 
nagerie, native of 
France, could not be 
passed up; or should | 
say passed on as 
TREPONEM PAL is 
French for Syphalis.

CAKE: How do youfeel about getting added to MTV and 
some radio rotation? 

BILLY: It's more than we expected. 

JIMMY: It's way more than we expected. 

BILLY: We didn't go in recording the album with MTV or 
radio in mind...We...We intended to make a good 
record... cause we thought "If we make a good record, 
then good things might happen to us..." and good things 
did happen to us, but we didnt go in with that in 
mind...better things than we imagined have happened. 
Our main concern is not to become, you know, all of a 
sudden this new... 

CAKE: Have it on your shoulders. 

BILLY: Well, that's not such a bad thing. Were just not 
out to promote ourselves as a band just to get on, say 
KROQ. 4 wouldnt care if we didn't get any airplay. It 


doesnt matter. 

JIMMY: It's a scary thing when things happen like that. 
CAKE: How's the tour going? 

BILLY: It's been a little rollercoaster ride! 

JIMMY: Rock ‘em, sock ' em experience. 

BILLY: Being the manic-depressive schizophrenic that I 
am, every show has taken on its own monsters. 

CAKE: Is this your first tour? : 

BILLY: Noooo. This is our first full tour. This is our first 
time on the West Coast. 

CAKE: How did you get Butch Vig to produce your 
record? 

BILLY: Just called him.

BILLY: Yeh, but I dont look at it that way...it's пісе and 
flattering...but | don't equate it with anything. There 
also seemsto be a lack of good new bands lately as well. 
CAKE: You quys would rather remain an independent 
band? 

BILLY: Independent in terms of operation. | thought we 
could make a really good record on our own since no 
label would be willing to do that for a new band. But, 
now we're in the position to do whatever the fuck we 
want. It’s better than being a new band on a major label 
that no one’s heard and no one gives a fuck...as Ted 
overwhelms our conversation (Ted Nugent tape 15 play- 
ing LOUDLY in the background).

BILLY: [d rather not. 
CAKE: You dont like. Los 
Angeles? 

BILLY: Well, we're in the 
position of being too over- 
hyped. You cant live up to 
hype. Youcannot deny a market but, at some point, you 
cant live up to that and Г don’t know, in my mind I'd 
rather play a show...| mean we'd purposedly made it so 
that there wouldnt be a monster guest list tonight so 
that a lot of people who wanted to see us could get 
in...and if the album continues to sell well, then we'll 
probably come back and play L.A., but if it starts to tail 
off here in a month, which probably will happen, then | 
dont see the necessity of coming back to L.A. It’s like 
beating a dead horse. | mean, | don't know how much 
more another show could do when maybe another show

BILLY: Well, #5 anything that comes very quickly. No 
matter if we can get praised to high heaven. There's not 
that much belief in the band. We haven't put out more 
than one record and we haven't proven ourselves over a 
long periodof time. So we could be the bestest, greatest 
band mankind's ever seen for one week, but we haven't 
proven that we can extend beyond that and so peoples' 
beliefs can be swayed very easily because it's not built on 
a solid foundation and | understand it. I'd like to play a 
show in L.A., but three months from now will it be? 
We're not in the mind that we have to come back to L.A. 
CAKE: | understand where you're coming from. “If you. 
wish for the stars, you could fall flat on your face." * 
BILLY: We're very much in the mind that we want to go 
on for a long time. Now, we could take this horse that 
we're riding on and fuckin' play it to the hilt and swarm 
in on everyones attention, but thats not where our 
heads are at! We just want to do what's right and set a 


proper foundation. We don't want to make "Gish II" or 
"Gish Ill". We want to make different records and move 
on, not pander to others and have some self respect or 
suck anybody' dick ‘cause you know you should. That's 
the mentality we have. We want to be a band for along 
time whether we last as a band - that’s a completely 
different thing, but our intention is in making great 
records not "basking in the glow" and coming back to 
LA. We didnt play Austin or Athens, two definite 
markets, but we definitely will next time. 


CAKE: Can | make a suggestion? 

BILLY: Santa Fe, New Mexico. Nobody plays there. 
There are great bands like 27 Devils Joking and the kids 
are starving for good music. It sucks having to drive 
hundreds of miles to see someone. 

BILLY: See, | would never know that...beats going to

Frank: Ok, now we're recording... so are you gonna 
answer all of the questions? 

Lou: Um... yeah... 

Frank: Ok, Sick Of It All seem to be the one band that is 
TRULY hardcore and yet is being pushed by a major 
indie. Why do you think that is? And do you like your 
position? 

Lou: | guess they are just trying to push us to see if it will 
TAKE with other audiences. | guess they think that we 
have a large appeal. | think that they are definitely going 
to be trying to do that with AGNOSTIC FRONT again, 
because they just finished their new record. 

Frank: Do you like the position that you're in? 

Lou: Sometimes. | mean, like this summer... if we had 
done a hardcore tour with just like, us and some hardcore 
bands we would have financially been a lot better off 
but this way we get to play to a lot of different people 
and... it's alright. 

Frank: So, the hexktourwliprobaplybe angther REO 
tour? 


s Yeah, we. е definitely, definitely w want to go out on our 


own. 
Frank: Like a headline club tour? 

Lou: Yeah. Small, small clubs. Just to play to- ‘cause a lot of 
kids are coming out to metal shows that we open up for and 
they are paying, like 15 to 18 dollars just to see US andit kind 
of gets to us, and we feel really shitty about it. 

Frank: Yeah... 50 you want to talk about the origins of the 
band since no one has read about you in Flipside before? 
Lou: Well, we started out at the end of 85- beginning of 86, 
it was me and my brother PETE. We had a different bass 
player and drummer back then... way back then... they 
played one show and then they left and then we got RICH 
and ARMAND in the band and that was pretty much the line 
up until 1990. And THEN, this is where things get confusing 
because then Rich and Armand left after we did the D.R.I. 
tour, and we got this kid, EDDIE, from LEEWAY and this kid, 
ERIC from WAR ZONE to drum, and they stayed. We did an 
EP with them. We did a small Northeast Agnostic Front tour 
and then Eddie left because he saw that we were not like 
"Rock-n-Roll," we weren't pulling in tons of money and, you 
know... he just wanted a rock-n-roll band. That's whathe had 
in mind, so now he is in the CYCLE SLUTS FROM HELL. 


Frank: He is?? 

Lou: Yeah... 

Frank: Oh, lucky HIM. 

Lou: And now we got Rich back. It was good timing because Rich 
was calling us up saying, "Uh, do you think Eddie's gonna last?" 
and we were "Well, we don't know..." | 
Frank: Yeah... 

Lou: He missed it a lot. He missed the playing and the touring. 
Frank: The girlfriend thing got old, huh? 

Lou: Well, he is still going out with her, but... 

Frank: He seems to have a better grasp of what's goin’ on. 
Lou: He also knows that we have a chance of making a living at 
this. | 
Frank: Ok, well, maybe that ties into the next question. Where 
do you see you guys in five 
years? Do you think уои! still 
be doing it? 

Lou: Iwould LIKE to be doing it 
still. | would like to be like BAD 
RELIGION or BAD BRAINS, 
something like that. Or even 
Agnostic Front. They've lasted 
years, but Idon't know. It's hard 
to say. We just take it like one 
day at a time, you know? 
Frank: Yeah yeah, that's- 
Lou: With the next record, we 
are planning on going to Eu- 
rope or something. 

Frank: Oh, that’s good... on 
your own or with somebody? 
Lou: We are going on our own. 
We have talked to several tour- 
ists and they've said that they 
want to do a similar tour like 
this over in Europe and NA- 
PALM DEATH is doing a tour 
like this over in Europe and all 
of ‘em said that they would 
want us to open up for all of 
these like, death metal groups 
like OBITUARY or whatever. So 
we were like, "Fuck that,” you 
know? | told them, the first 
tour we want to doin Europe is | 

like out first few tours of the United States [were], on our own. 
Just playing with other hardcore bands. | 
Frank: What do you want to do next or, | guess we kind of 
covered that, ultimately accomplish, maybe? 

Lou: What we are doing next is we are going back to New York 
and we are gonna record the album in October... 

Frank: All of the songs are written? 

Lou: We have more than half [of them] written. 

Frank: That's good. | | 

Lou: We have a lot of ideas still. We are trying to work on the 
road but it is just, | dunno, we just can't, we just couldn't get into 
it on the road. We would do better when we were just sittin’ at 
home. But what would we like to ultimately accomplish? | think 
that everybody in the band has different ideas of where we want 
to go. As far as me and Pete are concerned, right now what we 
want to do is just put out- we figure that we will stay together 
as long as we believe in everything that we write about and as 
long as we write material that we feel is good. If we start writing 
really lame shit, then | am definitely going to leave the band 
because | would definitely want to, you know- 

Frank: It would be kind of hard to do being that your brother is 
the guitar player.., 

Lou: Well you see, the thing is that we don't want to ruin our 
name like a lot of bands that we Ve liked when we were younger 
would put out a great album, and then the next album would be 
shit and they would just keep working it to death, you know? It's 
like, give it up... | | 

Frank: Do you think the days- it seemed for awhile, like about a 
year ago, all of these hardcore bands that had sort of a reputa- 
tion were trying to get large advances, you know, and like say 
the CRO-MAGS, LEEWAY, you know, MURPHY'S LAW'S first two 


albums... do you think that hardcore bands getting large ad- 
vances are a thing of the past or do you think it's gonna, like, get 
bigger? үт 
Lou: As far as the newer bands are concerned | know that they 
all want to make good money... 
Frank: Right. | 
Lou: Like, "Oh, you до this much, this amount..." and when we 
got our first advance it was $10,000 and we thought, "Oh my 
god! That's HUGE!" These cheesy rock-n-roll bands in the 
neighbourhood are telling me that they got, like $100,000 
advances, you know? And their album is going NOWHERE. They 
don't even sell 20,000... and we've sold close to 60,000. And I find 
it ridiculous! It's good, | think, if you have one album out you 
should just take- | am not saying to settle for a shit number but,

We were all there just having a good time 
and, like the guys from Sick Of It All, there was JIMMY from 
Murphy' Law and we were just having a good time and these 
kids were like ratpacking people left and right, so finally got fed 
up and | grabbed one of ‘em and | just started shoving him 
around and when he saw it was me for some reason he was 
scared to do anything.

Frank: Yeah... me and Squirm had our run-in at the Agnostic 
show... that was kind of a crazy- anyway... do you want to see 
hardcore stay underground in a tight-knit family or would you 
like to see it branch out? 

Lou: | would like to see it branch out but not lose it's integrity 
like, we're TRYING, | guess you could say that we've slipped up 
a few times, like with the lyrics not being printed with the first 
album. When | look back at that I really get pissed about that. 


And hopefully we have more control over what we are doing - 


now, but it is like sometimes it is gonna stay underground 
whether we have anything to do with it or not because number 
one: You have kids who won't LET it get out, who don't WANT 
to let it get out, that don't want to see it grow, and the other 


thing is that the media is really not interested because to them 
hardcore was like the D.R.I. "Crossover" album came out and 
that was their idea of hardcore scene. To them itis like a passed 
fad already. Now they are all into this grind and death metal 
core, or whatever. 

Frank: This next question | was gonna ask Pete but maybe you 
can answer it... Pete recently got a big PUNISHER tattoo on his 
arm. Do you guys believe in vigilantism or do you believe that 
justice is- | dont knowitis kind of like to coin an agnostic phrase 
"There's no justice, just us?" 

Lou: Il answer for Pete because | know my brother we have 
grown up with each other all of our lives, and um, | think he is 
not really a vigilante. He believes in and eye for an eye. The 
system is never gonna take care of you. We were just asked if 
we believed in capital punishment, and you know, it's hard to 
say. Pete just comes right out and says "yes," | say yes but the guy 


has got to be proven beyond a shadow of a doubt. There are 


certain crimes that they should just be punished, like capital 
punishment. Like anything to do with children, or rape or, you 
know, sick crimes like that. | 
Frank: Yeah, | have to agree with you on that one. 

Lou: It is like so frustrating when you read about stuff like that, 
you know? 

Frank: Like this loony that goes out and boils people in his 
apartment... 

Lou: Exactly. 

Frank: -And he ADMITS to it. And still that guy is gonna sit in jail 
and we're gonna pay for it... too many loopholes. Ok, next 
question, many bands make one great record and then branch 
into different areas. Will you be able to avoid the pitfalls? 

Lou: Well, we try to- we look at a lot of other bands to see what 
they're like. A lot of the bands that we've looked up to have done 


stuff like that and some of them have gone to do different types 
of music, like my example would be 7 SECONDS. | STILL enjoy all 
of their records. l'm not saying that they're the greatest but I think 
that that last one they put out, "Soul Force" was great. As far as 
we are, we watch bands that we grew up with, like SSD and the 
way they've changed, also the Cro-Mags and Agnostic Front... we 
watch them. It was an advantage to us because we see all of their 
mistakes and we are trying not to make them, you know? We're 
trying to steer clear of it. Definitely our music, as far as | am 
concerned, is still total hardcore. There are some “different” songs, 
| guess you could say, but then it is still our style. Hardcore. Total 
anger and energy. 

Frank: So, do you think you can keep the [band] line up solid? And 
why do you think that so many other hardcore bands can't? : 
Lou: They get bored, | think and they just want to show that they 
can do other stuff. | 


Frank: This next question has nothing to do with music. Do you think that the world 
can survive? Or do you think that we are ultimately doomed to destroy ourselves? 
Lou: | don't know about the whole world, but as far as this country? | think it is going 
to go down because | was seeing documentaries on places like Argentina and they 
showed like- Argentina in the fifties was like here, now, you know like very... right 
before in the early eighties you know how everything was profitable and it was 
comfortable to live here? Now it is a real struggle. And that’s how Argentina went 
down. Now there is no middle class. There is just rich and DIRT POOR, and | think that 
that is what is gonna happen here. It's really frightening because my friend who is like 
the most middle class person, and а father- | know he makes a decent living but he 
struggles every month. My family does, just to get through. And | know how it feels too 
because | do the same.thing. Even WITH the band and working a steady job, we still 
have a lot of financial troubles. We JUST make it every time. 

Frank: Right... every month... 

Lou: And it is like, you make it and maybe you have such and such amount of money 
just to blow on stupidity which isn't really much, though. 

Frank: What up and coming bands do you see being important in the next year or two? 
Lou: BURN... there's a band called WORLD'S COLLIDE that we played with and they 
were excellent. They are an excellent band... from Florida there is a band called AWAKE 
and there is a band called NO FRAUD who have been around for years and they really 


доп“ get the recognition that a lot of other bands do, | think because, JUST because - 


they are from that area- Florida. | would like to see them branch out and hook up with 
a good tour. 

Frank: Well, is there anything that we haven't touched on that you guys want to talk 
about? 

Lou: | dunno... ask us about this tour... 

Frank: Yeah, yeah. How IS this tour going? 

Lou: Everything is going well, except for the only real bad incident we had was the very 
first night, the very first show we played... we played in Allentown, Pennsylvania where 
we have played several times and had no trouble, but this time for some reason- | guess 
it was because, people told me that when they have played there a lot of Nazis showed 
up. Now we have seen more Nazis on this metal tour than ANY hardcore tour we have 
ever been on. | am talking skinheads and stuff. We have seen them EVERYWHERE. In 
Allentown, we played four songs and we were arguing back and forth because they 
were running around going “Sieg Heil’ and stuff, and | was trying to talk some sense 
into them [There is no talking to those without a brain! -Thom] saying "You all are 
supposedly pro-America but you don't even know what the ideals of America are..." and 
they were just like "Fuck you! Go back to New York!" It went on back and forth for a 


little while, and after the fourth song one of them decided to jump up and spit at Pete 
and that was the end of it, because then all of us were in the audience... it was like thirty 
of them and it was my whole band plus BOBBY and BILLY from BIO-HAZARD and 
BARNEY from NAPALM DEATH and we were just slugging it out with these Nazis. It 
turned intoa full-scale riot, and then the owner of the club started throwing these nazis 
out. They physically dragged us off the stage after four songs and told us to not go out 
anymore... not near the stage or whatever. : 
Frank: Yeah, well | guess that maybe this guy figured that you guys are gonna be gone 
tomorrow and these guys LIVE here... or something. 

Lou: So we called everybody in New York, like Killing Time was supposed to play there 
and we told them to cancel the show. They called the owner, the guy who pulled us 
off the stage and and told him that they were not gonna play any of these Nazi kid 
shows and he told them "No no. We've got signs posted 'No Nazi salute will be 
tolerated. Anybody doing this will be thrown out’ so from what | heard from Killing 
Time, it was a total lie. As soon as they got on stage it was nothin' but Nazis and they 
all started "Seig Heil, fuck you, до back to New York" so ANTHONY said that instead of 
starting a riot they just played their set and left. WE had a manager who was giving us 
а lot of shit for being, you know, fighting. He said "You should'ave just ignored it" and 
| was like "I don't know WHERE the fuck you come from, buddy, but | wasn't raised by 
my parentstolike..." Iwas like "turn the other cheek" and all that but THAT'S not turning 
the other cheek. THAT is blatant stupidity. He was fired the next day. 

Frank: It sounds like you did the right thing. 

Lou: Hope so... people were telling us that our record company was gonna be pissed 
but we called up the record company, and everyone is Jewish. | mean, you think they 
are gonna be mad? | mean, they weren't over-ecstatic that we started a RIOT, but they 
were glad that we stood up for what we believed in. 

Frank: Sometimes you gotta do that kind of thing, you know? Hopefully, people like 
yourselves, Squirm and myself... hopefully we won't ALWAYS have to do it. Hopefully 
some of these kids will take the lead and realize that there is a lot more people with 
good values than there are of these fucking morons. So, anything you want to say in 
closing? 


. Lou: Yeah, I want to tell everyone not to be fooled. We DO go out on metal tours but 


that is just to try to play to a new audience. Like the last time we went on a metal tour, 
a lot of kids were surprised... they liked what we have to say and they were really into 
it. I'm not saying itis like that at every show. І just don't want hardcore kids to say, "Oh, 
they did a metal tour and they're sellin’ their shirts for this much and that much..." You 
know, we don't have any control of that one way or the other on a metal tour. When 
we come out on our own, everybody should come out and see us...- 
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hell of my own making. 


Thrashead - So, how long have you been doing Sick 
Teen? | 
Norb - Gee, far too long, long enough to know 
better ...uh ...uh ...uh ...since 1982, since 1982, 
have you got that all? | think the first one came 
out on Lincoln's birthday, 1982, a very festive 
holiday edition...and it's all been downhill 
from there, | might hasten to add. 
Thrashead - Are you working on another 
one right now? | 
Norb - Well, that's a good question. | was 
sorta working on one, and then | had this 
brilliant idea that | would take Sick Teen 
and | would make it smaller but put it out a 
lot more frequently, so! started putting out 
this sorta mini - Sick Teen, and | got it 
. halfway together, and then | thought ' this 
is really stupid, fuck this, | hate this, this is the 
stupidest idea lever Пад, зо now I've got this 
sorta mental dilemma that I'm sort of caught 
between the 
horns of this 
dilemna, that l'm 
in this anguishkind 
of period where I've 
got this sort of mini- 
Sick Teen halfway laid 
out and | don't know if | 
should keep going and fin- 
ish the whole thing, or if | 
should rip it back apart 
and put it into a regular 
sized one. So basically, for 
the past year and a half | 
haven't been doing any- 
thing, I've just been sorta 
wrangling with that prob- 
lem. 
Thrashead -Lostin limbo, 
huh? 
Norb - | have been lost in 
indecision, mired in inde- 
cision, just plain mired... 
it's hell, let.me tell ya. A

or something. pum 
you stick with punk rock 
so long? 

Norb-Too stupid to know 
any better! That's a good question, | don't know, | don't 
know the answers, It’s Labor Day, I've been eating 


sunflower seeds and drinking Diet Pepsi. Somebody 


stole my scooter! And if it was you, | hope you put a new 
front tire on it and put a new battery in it so it runs again 
and | hope | see you driving it by my house then | can 
tackle you and take my scooter and it will save me all the 
hassle and all the repair and all the mental anguish it 
would take to put a new tire and a new battery in my 
scooter, thank you very much in advance. 

Thrashead - What are some of the past bands you've 
been in, like Suburban Mutilation, what's the scoop on 
that? | heard that S.U.M. might be getting back to- 
gether. 

Norb - it's a pack of filthy lies, lies, lies, it's all lies! 
Thrashead - So the grapevine news of S.U.M. getting 
back together is BS, basically. ; 

Norb - Well, we won't be getting together with the all 
original lineup, because the drummer is dead, and that

guy who replaced the guy who is dead, who isnot even - 
under consideration to be in any kind of band, evenif we 
did get back together with him, he lives in Minneapolis, 
and he's got long hair, and he's got a double-kick drum, 
and he's got about a forty piece drum set, ooh, he’s a 
good drummer, and he's got long hair, but he’s losing 
most of it, and he wouldn't want to do it, and no one 
would want to keep the name Suburban Mutilation 
anyway because we're too old and grumpy and mature.

Thrashead - So Steve's bald and metal, right?

Thrashead - So what ever happened to Depo? How did 
that come along after S.U.M decided to part company? 
; Norb - They were already 
an established band, and 
their lead vocalist at the 
time had to take a couple 
years off to work for the 
state under intense super- 
vision, means he got 
thrown in prison, and | was 
the man for the job, so | 
kind of landed with them, - 
and uh, put out a record, 
and uh, we broke up, be- 
cause our guitar player also 
movedto Minneapolis, but 
he's still got most of his 
hair, and doesn't play heavy 
metal. Well, maybe he 
does, but he doesn't play 
drums. 

Thrashead - Any future 
bands, or any projects 
you're working on now? 
Мо - Well, no, but I'm 
open for suggestions.

Norb - Did you find my 
scooter?

If you're in a band right 
now, | hate you, you suck! (laughter) 1 did 
see a good band in recent months, it was 
the Dwarves, | actually really did enjoy 
them. Uh, that's about it. Everybody 
sucks, | hate everything. l'm very old and 
` grumpy. Pack it in, give ќир. You're all no 
good. The world is a terrible place. Yeah, 
that's about it. 

Thrashead - You know, you said some- 
thing to me earlier about Al (Flipside) 
looking like Charlie Brown; you're kind of 
right now that | think about it! 

Norb - Well, that's what Tim Stegall told 
me. He told me he looked like a combina- 
tion between Charlie Brown and was it 
Bob Mould? | can't remember. (Laughter) 
Of course I've never met Al face to face, so 
lil have to take his word for it. 
Thrashead - He's a real nice guy. 

Norb - Well, he'd better be, or he may be 
comingtomy door and stealing my scooter 
forthe remarks about him looking like Bob 
Mould and Charlie Brown.(Laughter) Oh, 
and Garfield the cat. 
Thrashead - So, do you think you'll be 
doing this "punk rock thing” twenty years 
from now? 

Norb - Hmm, | don't think "I be alive 
twenty years from now! But if | am, I'm 
sure I'll be a crotchety old geezer sitting in 
an apartment somewhere bitching about 
mylostscooter and complaining that’ none

of the punk rock records in the last twenty - five years,’ 


which is twenty years from now and five years back,

Norb - True. Well... | was going to say something but | 
choked on an ice cube. Sorry! | 
Allyson - How did you start writing for the Entertainer? 
(a local, weekly paper that has lots of 976 numbers, ads 
for strip joints and adult book stores, and heavy metal 
bands of the North-eastern Wisconsin variety. Norb has 
a weekly column and does record reviews.) 
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К, Well, | was eating at Los Banditos Westo one day, 
and they had an add and they wanted a part time 
graghic artist/paste up person and | said...

there's more of a chance of me liking them 
if | just review them on their cover art and 
things like that! So, it's really hellish, man. 

If can't hear that 4th Monkees 
album on digital audio at least five times a 
week, | start to get edgy, | break out in. 
hives, it's not going well, at all. | 
Thrashead - So you're anticipating the - 
day when you can get your cd boombox 
back! Right? 

Norb - In a big way. | mean, | don't know, 
| never realized how partied out my vinyl 
collection was untill bought a cd boombox. 
Then | realized that all my records have 
like, gigantic gouges and plastic dog vomit 
and beer and pieces of glass and gravel 
and land mines all over them... | don't 
know, it just sort of detracted from my 
listening experience, in sort of a way, but 
actually, now that I've been deprived of - 
digital audio for a time, | find that | feel 
more of an empathy with audio sounds 
recorded on a large piece of plastic spin- 
ning around making a lot of crackling 
noises because it reminds me of being a 
small child and my parents frying bacon оп 
a Saturday morning while | watch car- 
toons, and it gives me a really warm feel- 
ing inside and we're all happy and | love 
you forever, boombox. l'm making this ай 
up as | go along, you may be able to tell 
that by the disconnected tone of my 
thoughts, but that’s OK. 

Thrashead - Speaking of cartoons, what cartoons do 
you like to watch?

Norb - Tom and Jerry suck, but I actually 
like Tex Avery's Droopy cartoon better =й 
‚ than Tom and Jerry, he usually got to be 
like, in the middle of Tom and Jerry car- 
toons. Oh, what else is there? Well, when 
| was a kid, | used to like all that stuff like 
the Pink Panther and the Inspector and . 
even Hong Kong Phooey and some of : 
those Hanna Barbera cartoons, but in gen- B 
. eral you realize that when you get older, 7 
_ thatthey just don't cut the mustard like the 
classics like Bullwinkle and Rocky and/or 
the Looney Tunes things. | saw some new 
- Cartoons on tv yesterday that | really liked, | 
it was on Nickelodeon, and | don't know 
what it was called but, | don't know, some 
guy had big buldging eyes, and, and he ! 
wasreally weird and strange and cool, and | 
hewas doingthe Rupunzelthing where he 
was down on the ground and was saying 
" Rupunzel, Rupunzel, let down your hair,’ 
and the person who was off camera be- 
cause she was upin the towerlet down her 
hair, and it was one single, fine golden 
strand and the guy climbed up, and it was 
actually this nostril hair that Rupunzel had 
let down and | thought that was pretty 
cool.

Thrashead - So how long have you been taping car- 
toons?

Thrashead - How big i is your library so far? 

(He points to a 
tape that says "SIXTEEN" on it.) All recorded on the really 
slow cheesy speed, I've got 12 episodes on each tape, six 
are Batman, the live action show, and six are Bullwinkle 
and Rocky. Batman is still going to be on the Family

Allyson - So, we heard that you quit drinking... 

Norb - Yes | did! Why in fact, | haven't... how long 
haven't! hada drink in? It's been since Father's Day, since 


| woke up with my head in a pile of bloody gravel and 


glass and metal all over me and stuff like that and 
БШК and cops and things all converging on my 
location and me being in a lot of trouble 
and owing a lot of people a lot of money 
and things like that | realized it was time 
_ to switch to Diet Pepsi, and | have. 
Thrashead - What's your favorite non- 
alcoholic beer? 
Norb - My favorite non-alcoholic beer is 
Hamm's! Because it tastes just like their 
watery regular beer, it isn't that much of 
a change! 
Thrashead -So that's something we could 
recommend to all the future non-drinkers 
of America. 
Norb - It's pretty bad, but it's just like the 
real thing!

Norb-Well..... maybe, kinda slowly, | might 

have to procede at my own pace, which is 
realslow. Sometimes | getin these moods 

were | don't want to do it. | want to do 
anything but do it. | want to find ways 

that | can force myself to waste time, so | 

can look at my watch and go ' Ooop, it's 

time to go to bed. | guess | won't be able 

to work on Sick Teen today.' and so on 

and so forth, but you never know. Since 

it comes out once every eight years, | not 
really on that hectic of a time schedule. 

Who knows. 

Thrashead - How many issues are out, 

just out of curiosity? 

Norb - Not very many if | actually spent 

the time to count them. 

Since | dont number them in any ratoinal pattern, | can 
honestly say something like twelve zillion and six, it 
might be right. : 
Thrashead - That Metallica interview was interesting, 
how did you manage to pull that one off? 

Norb - My room mate used to be the 'Metal Program 
Director’ at WGBW the college radio station before we 
both got kickéd off the air. He sort of called up their 
management and said that he wanted to go back and do 
a little radio interview with them, and some station 
thing. Through increable perseverence wound up back 
stage with Metallica, and we blew off Queensryche and 
wouldn't talk to them. 

Thrashead - You ask him (Jason Neustead) some pretty 
funny questions, what was his reaction to some of the 
questions you were asking him? : 


Norb - He was rather wholly unprepared for the experi- 


ence, and before us he had these two "Metal DJ's" from 
another Wisconsin college radio station. One that | think 
. still has a heavy metal show or even a punk rock show, 
that hasn't totally been sold to Wisconsin Public Radio. 


things like, | don't know, what kind of questions would 
slavish, devoted, metal fans ask these long haired metal 
icons of thiers. ' So man when did you know you were 
going to make it as a guitar player in a metal band' 
(laughter) ‘ Well dude...blah blah'and it just sort of went 
on. We asked him a lot of foolish questions and he got 
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real confused. | asked him about fireworks and things 


like that. |азкед him if he thought that he felt silly being 


a grown man and exploding fireworks in front of a lot of 
little kids going... (Norb does his great imitaion of a 


. metal kid) (Laughter) He actually sort of realized, if you 


realize the magnitude of the scope of the foolishness of 
it all, and he got kind of irate and that's when | realized 
| really shouldn't bring up the Contheian Philosophy of 
Proposivness as opposed to purpose, and the form of 


purpose, and proposivness in art. | realize that philo- 


sophical aims of my inquiries should probably be blunted 
or something like that. | just asked him about his truck or 
something, | don't remember. 

Thrashead - Speaking about radio stations, what was 
the whole thing behind you and Tom losing your radio 
show? | read about it around the time it happened. 
Something about they were trying to ban rock 'n' roll or 
something like that. 
Norb - Well basically, the evil chancellor of UWGB an 


. the evil radio station manager guy, both very evil, both 


very evil, let me point that out, were in cohoots in 
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collaboration, they sold the student radio station to 
Wisconsin Public Radio so they could... | don't know, like 
play folk music from Estonia and whatever it is, simply 
folk and all that kind of stuff. 
Thrashead -So you got thrown off public radio basically. 
Norb - Yeah, public radio bought the station, even 
though public radio we will hasten to add already has a 
station that blankets the entire state of 
Ld Wisconsin. They also have other sta- 
D tionsat other colleges, they blanket the 
entire listening area, so they got like 
two or three stations in every market, 
they don't really need them; they dupli- 
cate programing, it's totally ridiculous, 
everything they have on there sucks 
anyway, but that's just a matter of opin- 
ion even though it's the truth, and uh, 
basically, they said everybody that plays 
something in the formats approved by 
Wisconsin Public Radio, that is to say, 
folk music, jazz, classical, except a couple 
people who we don't like, stay on the 
radio, which is like 5% of the people 
there, and everybody that plays some- 
thing cool, such as punk rock, rock and 
roll, etc. etc. even uncool things like 
. heavy metal, though we won't get into 
that now, take a walk, we dont want 
youvolunteering your services anymore, 
you suck, we hate you, blah blah blah 
blah blah goodbye and being one of 
those people who was destined to leave 
the air... 
Thrashead - You really gave them a run 
for their money that last show! 
Norb - Yes, we cussed, and of course if 
Wisconsin Public Radio decided not to 
buy the show, then we would have 
already been long gone after that scene. 
Thrashead - | heard it got so bad that 
the school security went and stopped 
your show. 
Norb -As a matter of fact, they did! And : 
it was fun - we should have barricaded 
the door and waited for the police to — 
come, but we didn't. We should've 
1 waited for somone to actually draw fire 
om or draw arms on us,like force us to go 
pon out at gunpoint, that would've been 
even more punk rock. 
Thrashead - What are some of the songs you played that 
night? 
Norb - Why, why "Shit On My Dick” by the Chemical 
People, "Goddamnmotherfuckersonofabitch’ by Bad 
Posture, and, um, you know, all those good fuck songs 
like "Let's Fuck' by D.O.A. 


 Thrashead - "Fuck You” by D.O.A... 


Norb - Yeah, "Fuck You' by D.O.A,, the Dice album, stuff 
like that. Justa wholesome all-american four letter word 
spouting things we all know and love. 

Jody - Yeah, they encouraged listeners to call in and 
swear on the air. (laughter) 

Norb - We were trying to have a live phone interview 
with G.G. Allin. | 

Thrashead - That would be interesting! 

Norb - In a big way. 

Thrashead - So, looking at your vast record collection 
here, looks like you've been collecting a lot of stuff. Isthis 
just the stuff you've gotten over the years? (There were 
records piled everywhere) | 
Norb - You'l notice that there are about two or three 


hundred albums that all say WGBW across the back 
(Laughter). Those | actually didn't aquire through legiti- 
mate means, but basically being sort of a vinyl packrat 
kind of guy, although now I'm a combination vinyl/cd 
packrat guy, sorta... there’s more records in my bed- 


room, but you don't have to know that. And | will say, . 


for the record, that | did buy the Misfits 12" ' Beware’ for 
$4.50 when it first came out. 1 still have it. Although, 
people tried to take it away from me. 

Thrashead - Suckers! That record goes for $200-$250 in 
California. 

Jody -Remember when Jim Baker took it away that one 
time? | 

Norb - Once a local "punk rock fixture" came over and 
apparently | had cooked a frozen pizza up and | was 
taking the pizza off the cardboard serving circle, and 
well actually | taken the pizza on the cardboard circle 
and set it on that footrest combination stool combina- 
tion hassock there, whatever it's called, and | had like a 
record in my lap and | was eating - well, | was taking a 
slice of pizza from the cardboard circle and setting it on 
the record іп my lap, and eatinglike that. And the record 
happened to be that very same Misfits record! (Laugh- 
ter) 

Jody - So he had like a total fit ' Jody, you don't under- 
stand!! He's eating pizza off that record!!!’ 

Norb - It wasn't the record, it was the back cover! 
Thrashead - You have to be commended for that alone! 
Norb - So, when | left the room, this punk rock fixture 
kind of focal point kind of person decided that it would 
be in the best interest of almost everybody if he liberated 
the record from my presence, because | could not, like, 
take care of it. So he like impounded it for about a year 
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and a half, but | did get it back. | haven't eaten pizza off 
itrecently, but if I get the right audience | will. Plus! have 
an autographed copy of G.G. Allin first album on 
Orange Records, | haven't eaten pizza off that, but for a 
long time | lost the little paper sleeve from it so | just 
shoved the vinyl record back in the cardboard jacket, so 
you can write that down, too. That's not as good a visual 
image as eating the pizza off the back of the Misfits 12". 
Thrashead - Yeah, | heard that you used to have a lot of 
parties and your records would just be strewn all over 
the floor, like collectable stuff that would make most 
people lose a nut all over the place... | 


Norb - That was part of what precipitated the move to 


digital audio. | 

Thrashead - So are you pretty impressed with some of 
the stuff that has come out on cd? 

Norb - Well, you know, kind of, yeah! (Belch!) Diet Pepsi 
and sunflower seeds always make me do that! Yes | 
never would have believed in a million years that Husker 
Dus "Land Speed Record” would be out on cd, although 
| haven't bought it yet, but you can really get, like, a lot 
of real obscure stuff, although 1 am waiting for that 
Negative Approach compilation (talk about new cd 


releases ensues...) 


Thrashead - What is some of the stuff you'd like to see 
on cd? 
Norb - Oooh, gosh, well, right now ! wouldn't want to 


see anything on cd, as a matter of fact, because | don't 


have a cd player, the less really good stuff | see on cd, the 
better. I'd like to see all the records that have either been 
stolen or trashed beyond repair at my house at parties to 
be all rereleased on one gigantic cd box set, but like 20 
cd's, and | could start naming things right now, but, let's 
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see, no, | guess | won't. 

Thrashead - Any famous last words? 

Norb- Ahh, "Frankly, I'd rather be in Philadelphia." Those 
were W.C. Fields’ last words. Oh, ok, the famous last 
words are, "There's a bag of garlic croutons that appears 
to have been on this couch for about two weeks, and it 
is now being thrown away." 

Thrashead - Anything else? 

Norb - No, give me hints, get me going in the right 
direction... | 

Thrashead - Anything you would like to say to your loyal 
Sick Teen audience, out in the "punk rock" world?!? 
Norb - Yes, if you sent me money for Sick Teen and | 
haven't sent you one, don't worry about it, and don't 
write me asking where your Sick Teen is, because I'm just 
real slow and | haven't opened your envelope yet, and 
uh, it usually takes me about a year or two years to get 
back to these things, anyway, the zine you want is 
already two or three years old, and what the hell, if you 
have to wait a couple more months it's no big thing! 
You've waited like a year and a half already, it's not going 
to kill ya if you have to, you know, go to your mailbox for 
another 90 days fruitlessly, and you can't find it...and to 
all those records that I'm supposed to review -I didn't like 
any of them anyway so don't worry about the review 
coming out, you don't want to see the review anyway, 
don't worry about it, but it'll come out sooner or later. Or 
something. Thank you. Oh, and I'm going to be on tv in 
the fall, so there. Hahahahaha!

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Books | 
One of the best books yet on rock and roll criticism is 
out now and a must read for those of us who can and do. 
It is Rock and the Pop Narcotic and it is by Joe Carducci 
who worked at Systematic before they folded and for 
SST subsequently. He claims after leaving that job he 
needed to write a book to figure out if it had all been 
worth it and to, in a way, get it all out of his system. This 
is not an autobiographical book about experiences, 
rather it is a philosophical inquiry into rock, and what 
separated rock from pop... and some of the villains of the 
process to obscure the differences and otherwise keep 
the good shit unknown. 
While up to scholarly standards, this book isn't ex- 
tremely disciplined nor rigidly formatted. It jumpsaround 
in just the way the associations he made through the 
years of concepts and ideas must have. It is divided into 
two main sections. The real book being the initial section 
of theorizing and going off on all the bullshit. Second 
section is more a decade by decade overview of bands he 
thinks rock. Basically he is obsessed with the question 
"Does it rock?" - and naturally no two people's answers 
will be identical on a band by band analysis. Not surpris- 
ingly he does hold the overall SST stable in higher regards 
than I think most of us who write about rock до - except 
maybe Coley -who it just so happens must be a longtime 
friend or at least acquaintance of Carducci's because in 
a sense he is the foil for the book, with many passages 
written to/for him and humorous one-liners as well. 


Plenty of humor in this Боок. И not even gonna 


attempt to dissect or explain Сагдисс!5 theory's like I'm 
a reviewer for the NY Review Of Books or something. | 
will tell you one way he lightens it up is by interspersing 
quotes from various musicians or critics - many of them 
extremely absurd and embarrassing to whomever said 
them - especially out of context. And a few put in 
because Carducci thinks they are both pithy and wise - 
_ you the reader get to figure it out which are which. 
My favorite chapter is called "Narcorockcritocracy: 
Protocols of the Learned Elders of Rock and Ко!" and lets 
say that not many critics come away unscathed for their 
idiotic position through the years. I'm sure that it won't 
come as any surprise to Flipside readers that Rolling 
Stone writers have been both fucking off and fucking 
shit up for a couple decades plus. Even Lester Bangs is 
called on his lamer stuff - even Meltzer isn't bowed to as 
perfect - yet he writes a jacket blurb saying "This is 
- actually the most unjaded view of rock (writ large) in 
years, and in many ways the best." Certainly the book, is, 
if anything, a direct descendent of Meltzers classic Aes- 
thetics of Rock. 

Like my mainman over at Black To Comm zine said to 
me, "I really liked it- but I have the feeling I'I start hating 
it soon". The reason being that people like Chris and Me 
(and Krk and Al) and hopefully you, who are passionate 
about rock, will keep thinking about stuff Carducci says 
and want to debate and rebut part of it, and especially 
get offended at bands he sluffs off and slags off and 
_ pissed off at who he puts on a pedestal and sets up as 
examples. But to me that just means it is a must read 
book cuz it gets the juices flowing. 

| don't know what stores, if any, carry it in L.A. But it 
is available by mail through Forced Exposure, my second 
favorite zine after Flipside. $13 bucks might seem like a 
lot but | think you ought to go for it. 

On a much lesser note, | wanted to just mention that 
_ there are a lot of books in the "crime" novel, either P.I., 
 police-procedural ог anti-heroes only, set in L.A., genre 
coming out mentioning punk night spots and hangouts 
as locals. 

Elmore Leonard's typically excellent book 'Get Shorty" 
has a scene set in Rajis - and it is pretty well accurate in 
description and gives some of the feel of what it is/was 
like to see bands there. | got to thank Leonard sometime, 
cuz | was about to engage in the torturous task of 
. attempting to write my own crime novel (who better 


than a career criminal) and I'd practically started it with 
a scene in Rajis. So now | can be lazy and trash the whole 
thing. 

The other spot to figure in a couple of books recently 
is Oki Dogs - 1 admit that it was quite awhile ago when 
it was really known for its punk rockers - back when the 
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nearby Starwood club was still open in the late 705 early 
805 and every week had L.A.’s best bands on punk night.

No fan of the growing pervasiveness of major label 
"alternative bands’ in principle - with them getting the 
lions share of airplay on college radio and new music 
specialty programs on AOR stations - | do want to 
mention one band who happens to be on Geffen that, so 


far, seems to be getting overlooked in all tentacles of the 
rock press. I'm talking about Warrior Soul, whowere also 
slated as opening act on the aborted Sisters of Mercy/ 
Public Enemy tour. 

Warrior Soul are near and dear to my heart for their 
political stance - not usually a factor in my tastes. But | 
never could have paid attention to what they were 
saying if | didn't think they were something special 
soundwise. Ok, their title cut "Drugs, God and the New 
Republic’ is very similar in sound to Janes Addiction at 
their best. The anthem though, "Wasteland" is as rousing 
and satisfying of a punk song as I've heard. Up there with 
"Telling Them’, "Sonic reducer’, "Burn My Eye", - you 
name your fave song that is extremely powerful and 
catchy, and tells everyone where to get off. To me there 
seems to be a Dictators feel - if you can call "Wasteland" 
metal tinged it is in that sense. The lyrics are just simply 
the best pro-drugs, anti-pigs, "got to get out of this 
country cuz no one’s gonna tell me what to do" song 
possible. If that wasn't in itself enough - they cover Joy 
Division's "Interzone" and do the most original and yet 
totally faithful to the Joy Division version cover I've heard 
any band do. They've even got an effect where one of 
the two voices (as with the JD version portions of the 
song come at you from each side, repeating the words in 
a way designed to get both sides of your brain taking it 
all in) sounds like it could be lan Curtis. 

For historical trivia buffs, 111 mention that one of the 
members of Warrior Soul was in the other L7 - the 
Michigan band that contained two of the current mem- 
bers of Laughing Hyenas, their guitarist Larissa having 
sung for that L7 in a somewhat early Siouxsie-ish way. At 
the same time that Laughing Hyenas singer, John 
Brannon, was fronting Negative Approach and record- 
ing for Touch and Go when it was still Tesco Vee's label, 
L7 were its first 7" released under a "subsidiary" label 
name, since | suppose Tesco thought L7 wasn't quite 
hard enough for the stuff he was putting out (The 
Meatmen, The Fix, The Necros, Negative Approach and 
a few more).

Dangerous Rhythms is a long running and recently 
revamped and resurrected zine out of Jersey with really 
excellent coverage of cool bands - not just the better 


than average interviews - but great photos and well 
reproduced. The new issue, the first in two years has 
interviews with Gregg Turner of the Angry Samoans and

We're watching the 
goomers do their thing when some genius starts a big throwing 
fest. Everything loose takes to the air, first cardboard and cups 
then toilet paper and clothing, whole sections on the side flee 
the pelting from above, it’s a fucking blizzard folks, then the

looneys on the field rip up hunks of turf and it’s a turf war! I'm 
expecting tear gas shells and water cannon any minute when 
Metallica finally comes out with “Enter Sandman” and the place 
went really berserk. | counted at least sixteen pits all over the 
field. So they did pretty much the whole new album plus plenty 
of old stuff like “Seek & Destroy”, they must have played a good 
two hours. All in all an excellent production by Bill Graham 
Presents, the stage was a giant Pushead design with two of his 
dorky skulls covering the PA towers flanking the stage. And a 
significant one: Metallica had just returned from Moscow where 
they played with AC/DC for free, so this was their first live show 
of the new album in the US. | was there, nyah nyah. 

Ok, briefly, the 20th was the last AFM race up at Sears Point, 
be there next year people! | watched the big fire from Sonoma 
and the Bridge, that was a weird day. The World Series was 
rockin. Halloween was cool, saw the BLADE RUNNER 
"Director's Cut" at the Castro, stepped out into the midst of 
a Zillion people, yes it was Halloween in the Castro. Funny as Ней 
for a while, eventually claustrophobic. Walked over to the 
Dovre Club for a pint, then to the Chameleon. TIMCO 
opened, | hated them, then the STEEPLESNAKES did 
some weird skit, hated them too. But man oh Maneshevitz the 
MUMMIES were the perfect Halloween band, came out in 
their trademark wrappings and started humpin’ that organ, 
totally out of control and sweating like pigs. Don't miss these 
characters if you can help it. Next night: LOAF opening at the 
Kennel, kinda slightly acidic, then SHARKBAIT blew my shit 
away. They had fruity guy dancers and some guy deep throated 
a big black strap-on dildo worn by a cute blonde babe and 
another girl did a nifty fire dance and they put a percussionist in 
a cage and drug him through the crowd trying to run people 
over. And if you haven’t gotten their recent CD then do it. The 
best industrial-unclassifiable band around bar none. | 

Last but not least some real bad news: Bill Graham died 
October 25. Why so many disasters around here? If you haven't 
heard of him you're from Mars: he was the guy who organized 
the hippie shows here in the sixties and made them and the 


bands viable. He went on to totally revolutionize the business.. 


A lot of punks whined about how he'd taken over and how his 
shows cost top dollar but hey, they'd admit they were quality 
shows and worth the money. | saw а lot of Graham's shows, at 
Winterland or Oakland Stadium orWolfgang's or the park or 
Shoreline or the Fillmore and wherever; seeing the JAM at the 
Warfield in 1980 was what got me completely into punk rock. 
They were all quality shows, every one. And I'd venture to say 
that if he hadn't done what he did, one way or another, punk 
rock or whatever kind of music scene you're into nowadays 
might not even have happened. 

So on Nov. 3 they had a big wake out in the Polo Field, it was 
a gorgeous day and the setup was spectacular. Everything went 
perfectly. First the DIRTY DOZEN BRASS BAND 
circled the field on a flatbed, playing New Orleans style, then 
BOBBY McFERRIN sang the anthem, then AARON 
NEVILLE did “Ave Maria” with the head ballerina from the SF 
Ballet dancing, then JACKSON BROWNE, then JOE 
SATRIANI, then SANTANA. After a few Santana tunes, 
LOS LOBOS came out and jammed with Carlos on the 
Dead's "Bertha", then Santana cooked some more. ROBIN 


WILLIAMS came out and cracked everyone up, thenJOUR- | 


NEY did a couple of tunes, then TRACY CHAPMAN had 
quite a few people crying, man was she great, then CROSBY, 
STILLS, NASH & YOUNG, and then the GRATEFUL 
DEAD. The Dead invited JOHN FOGERTY out during 
their set and the did a bunch of Creedence Clearwater Revival 
songs. That was too cool. Meanwhile a DC-3 hired by Otis 
Spunkmeyer heaved flowers on the crowd. Then NEIL 
YOUNG jammed with the Dead. And to sing “Amazing 
Grace” and close the show, JOAN BAEZ was accompanied 
by GRAHAM NASH, KRIS KRISTOFFERSON, and 


the Dead, all acapella. And of course Wavy Gravy told everyone 


to clean up after themselves. What an incredible wake. | don’t 


think anyone will be able to keep up the kind of work that - 
Graham did, though. It’s another big loss for the Bay Area. 
THANKS TO: Skid from GO DOG GO (Sorry | didn’t 
make the shows. Is Dwight Yoakum really your manager? Go 
on!). Also Gaither, the baddest artist in Louisville, KY. Perhaps 
we'll have some of his work in here soon! Also the MOL-
